0. Complainants' Exhibit Number 9 is the description
of that five-acre parcel. Is that by metes and bounds?

A. I would say no.

0. But 1t does mention the out-convevance of two acres
to Sophia Geasey.

A. Correct. It does have metes and bounds of the
out-convevances.
